VERY LATE FROM LIMA.” 


Barriwons, March 16.—Ry the arrival of the 
fast sailing brig Thessalian, Wm. H. Conkling, 
from Lima, we have received the latest inte 
le tg: that and the ent ports. The 

nm has performed voyage in consict- 
erably less time than any other veasel that bas 
ever cleared from this port ; having been only 79 
days from Lima, and 24 from off the town of Per- 
nambuco, moking an average of 64 knots an hour 
and a total of 12,080 miles. We are indebted to 
captain Conklin a list of veuscls epoken, as 
also for other information which he polnely fur- 
nished us. Lieut. Babbitt, who arrived at Lima 
in the Panthea, of Boston, came passenger in the 
Thessalian, to whose politeness we are indebted 
for a very lange file of Lima papers, and for much 
information ; the'Panthea, it was supposed, would 
be sold, as she was thought unseaworthy. 

At Lima the greatest disorder pres ailed, noth. 
ing but robberies and disaffection characterised 
the natives. Foreigners were murdered with the 

atest impunity, and so imbecile is the admin- 
tration, that anarchy predominates over all enil 
tribunals A mass of government paper had been 
issued, which had deoreciated fifty per cent.— 
This currency, it was thought, would soon give 
way to anew order o affairs, and a specic medi- 
um be restored, but fom whence at was to come 
Was a question that no one could answer, there 
being none in the adjacent country. So divergan- 
ized is the government of Lima, and so perfectly 
bare of the means to pay the military, that the 
road from that place to Callao, although a distance 
of only 7 miles is so completely infested by rob- 
bers, that no one « ipected of having money can 
pass with safety. This road is as public as any 
strectin Callao, being the only passage from it 
to Lima, and vet, ao regardless are the banditu 
of yovernment intereforence that they murder 
and rob at noon day Captain Conklin, 
robbed on this road of his watch and all the 
money he had about him

DESTRUCTION OF SCIO. 

The following extract from a letter from the 
Rev. H. Leeves, dated Constantinople, Oct. &th, 
1822, published in the monthly Extracts from the 
correspondence of the Britieh and Foreign Bible 
Society (Slst December, 1522,) will serve better 
than a hundred arguments to exhibit the principle 
of Holy Alliance in its true light. 

* We proceeded from Voiia to Scio, where we 
had an opportunity of witnessing the melancholy 
and utter desolation which has befallen this beau- 
tiful and once flourishing island. 1 could not 
have conceived without being an eye witness, that 
destruction could have been rendered so complete 
We walked throngh the town, which was hand. 
sume, and built entirely of stone, and found the 
houses, the churches, the hospitals, the extensive 
coll: ge where afew months ago six or seven hun- 
dred youths were receiving their education, one 
Mass of ruins. On every side were strewed frag: 
ments of half burnt books, manuscripts, clothes, 
and furniture, and what was most shocking to 
the feelings, numerous human bodies mouldering 
inthe spots where they fell. Nothing that had 
Ife was to be seen ber a few miserable half- 
starved dogs and cats. The villages have shared 
the same fate, and of a population of 150,000 
Greeks, there remain perhaps 800 or 1000 indivi 
duols scattered through the most distant villages 
In the town nothing bas escaped but the Consul’s 
houses, and a verv few adjoining them which 
could not be burnt without the consulaies. 

From the painful sight of these dreadful of 
fecis of unbridled haman passions, we were a 
little refreshed by visiting, in the afternoon, the 
country house of the British viee-consul Signior 
Giudice, who during the sack of Scio, humanely 
received all the unfortunate creatures who fled to 
him for protection, and has redeemed many others 
from slavery. He has a little colony of 207 Sciots, 
chicAy women and children, Iutted in his garden 
and premises, whom he feeds at his own expence, 
and who, under the British flay, have found pro. 
tection amulst the wreck of their country. Their 
food, at present, consists che fly of the figs and 
“apap wines are now common property, there 
xong HO hands to gather in the fruits of the soil; 
but, as this supply will soon fail, we have sinee 
our return, commenced a subscription among the 
English residents at Constantinople, who have 
been ever ready to meet similar calls upon their 
charity during this calamitous period, in order to 
send them 4 supply of biscuit and flour for the 
winter months.

It is really astonishing to an unprejudiced mind 
that men who have been chosen by their fellow 
citizens to protect their rights, and who pretend 
to have the interest of their constituents at heart, 
should be so far led away from justice, and even 
expediency, as to pass laws prejudicial to those 
constituents, and derogatory to their own honor, 
“ith scarce a redeeming clause, to cover their na- 
ked deformity. 

The present militia system of this state, em- 
braces in its operations, perhaps as many cvils 
and wrongs, with as few advantages to counterba- 
lance them, as any to be found in the overloaded 
Code, which the combined wisdom of our legisla- 
tive wiseacres have produced in the course of so 
many vears of study and labour. 

But the present legislature seem disposed even 
to out-herod Herod in the extraordinary views 
which they take of this subject. A bill to make 
the Civil subservient to the Military law has pass- 
ed the Senate—a bill legalizing Robbery, and to 
prevent those who may act improperly in execut- 
ing unconstitutional edicts from being brought to 
justice. It provides that if any of the civil offi- 
cers shall issue process, or in any manner whatso- 
ever take cognizance of any suit or action against 
a militia officer or his agent concerned in the exe- 
cution of the militia laws, for any thing done by 
them, every such officer so offending shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor in office, and his pro- 
ceedings shall forthwith be declared pull and 
void. The bill is entitled ** An act to further re- 
strain Aldermen and Justices of the Peace from 
taking cognizance of suits against Militia officers.” 

As « practical comment on this anti-republican 
tert, we give the following circumstances of an 
occurrence which, we are informed, took place 
in this city asho~t time since. A militia fine of 
Four Dollars was demanded from a respectable 
Merchant of this city which he did not consider 
himself bound to pay ; whereupon, the Constable, 
passing by articles of furniture near the value of 
his demand, seized a valuable desk and bore it 
uway. He sacrificed it fora trifling consideration, 
ind pocketed the product, thinking it unneces- 
sary to refund the balance! 

In such cases as this, no rcliefcan be obtained. 
Unworthy myrmidons have a despotic power 
srranted them, not subjected to the control that 
binds common men. When such enonnities as 
these are suffered to pass with impunity, we may 
bid adicu to civil and religious liberty.

It will be gratifying to every friend of 
South American liberty to find that the po- 
litical situation of the Republic of Colom- 
bia, is progressing with a steady pace to 
that state of stability and internal security 
which leaves scarcely a doubt of her be- 
coming as prosperous and happy as her 
most sanguine friends couldexpect. The 
schr. Fox, capt. Durkee, has arrived at the 
port of Baltimore from L.a Guayra, having 
sailed from the latter port on the 26th Fe- 
bruary. A letter dated at La Guayra on 
the 20th Feb. communicates the following 
gratifying intelligence :—* The political 
state of the country, we are happy to say,
